prodnct of a century tiiat lias created 
ftiorc new tyjies and nioro new occupa- 
tions than nay that has preceded ic. The 
marine engineer today is more impor- 
tant thnu any deck officer,, but his im- 
portance is as little recognized by the 
nonseafaring man as his identity is* con- 
cealed from the-Yiew of those wiio trav- 
el in ships. Down in Uic bowels of tlie 
vessel, ho controls not ouly the propul- 
sion, but tho steering, lighting, ptuup- 
ing, anchoring, veutiiatioii of the mod- 
ern marine structure, and on tho war- 
ship he is even responsible for tho 
manipulation of heavy gnns.

Old Cannon. 


Jf the various Grand Army posts of 


the country were disposed to take ad- 
vantage of an offer made at the last ses- 
sion of congress, they might materially 
increase the -warlike spirit supposed to 
)crvado every patriotic family, says the 
Washington Post. The offerwas to sup- 
ply warlike implements, -which, if they 
jave outlived their usefulness, will 
serve .is ornaments for post headquar- 
ters and might inspire the rising gener- 
ation with much patriotic fervor. This 
could be accomplished by accepting the 
tender of several hundred abandoned 
cannon and shot and shell which con- 
gress has decided to give to any Grand 
Army post that may apply for them 
and "which are now lying useless and 
neglected at the navy yards. 


-These cannon i are mostly old style 


models of engines of war, which might 
have been considered just the proper 
thing 30 jears or more ago, hut which, 
with the inarch of progress and the ad- 
vance of invention, have been placed 
upon the retired list- Their places have 
petn filled by gnus and munitions of 
war of a more improved type, and as the 
abandoned articles are. valuable only as 
old metal the government decided that 
it could put them to no better purpose 
than to gi%e them to the veterans of the 
late •war, who fought on the Union side 
with these same guns.

fer Since the passage of, the joint reso- 
lution last winter the. records in the of- 
fice of the secretary of the navy, where 
such applications have to be filed, show 
less than 100 from the entire country.

The largest goldfish farm in tljc- •» orid, 


if it may be called euch, ie- located iu 
Shflby county, 1ml., about BO rnik-i 
from Indiaoupolie. Hero tho original 
goldfish men of the country have their 
propagating iu«itutio;i. 


There are two forms, several miles 


apnrt, which un- de\oted to the-differ- 
ent branck«« of the industry. In tin- 
north purt of fh*- county is cut- faiai ol 
eight or un acres. Tlie other is a. few 
miles fartli«r ijoutii and is about half 
again :t« large as the first one. 


Today there arc in the various ponds 


of Spiing Lake fishery over 200,000 fish, 
from which specimons are constantly 
being seiit to ev«^ry state and territory 
of the Union. It is even said that some 
of the finest fish iii the royal aquariums 
of Europe were raised by Mr. Shoup 
and his partner at this farm. 


On each of the farms ppoktm of :ire a 


large number of small ponds, tome of 
them not much larger than ten ftct 
squarr. Th«»e jwuds arc all connected 
with each other by little channels, so 
that the water arid fish can lie let from 
one to the other without tho least, diffi- 
culty. 


The breeding ponds, which are, of 


course, the most important, are protect- 
ed from tho wind and cold by high OEI- 
bankmeuts around the edges. This is 
all tho protection that is necessary for 
thc fish, even in the winter time, ro it 
is seen that, although tho fish are un- 
doubtedly delicate, they are much more 
hardy than is generally snppo&ed!;

ordinary and everyday fish, and looks 
like it for all tlie world. Even an esperr 
could scarcely tell it from tho Jit tit 
minnows which are found in any stream. 
They aie cf a whitish, silvery color, 
and have not tbo least evidence of the 
beautiful hues which they will Ister a.-- 
sume. 


Sometimes, 
however, tlie 
goldfish 


grower is sadly disappointed in finding 
that his fish fail to acquire tho golden 
tint tor which he has so long been look- 
ing in vain. There have bi=en many ij,- 
Ktunt.es time aud again in. v> hull the fish 
nc\ or did change to the reddish color, 
but grow to bo several years old, lefain- 
IDC their white, silvery, youtbfnl com- 
plexion. Ordinarily, however, thp fisJi 
develop the goldfn shade in less than a 
year. 


First, they begin getting .dark, souw- 


times becoming almost black 'l>oin the 
dark complexion they begin turning to 
the reddish shade, and finally com o out 
in all thrir glory, full fledged goldfish. 


Tiio food has nor, ns many people 


suppose, tho least thing to do with col- 
oring the fish. All the fish are fed ex- 
actly thc same tiling, toasted bread iv?o 
or three times a week, and nothing else 
is given them for their subsistence. The 
ana seems to be the necessary agent aid 
the only one to complete the scheme of 
Kature, and even this sometimes does 
not work successfully.

ICEBERGS DRIFTING LOW; 


TFlftve Northwesterly Gales Have Driven 


Them Far M>uth, 


Steamships 1 hat crossed tho Atlantic 


recently repoir having encountered much 
iiT and many bergs as fiir down as lati- 
tude 42 degrees, near the easterly edge of 
the bank?. It is unusual for the ice to 
drift so far Bo early in the year. 


Tbe drift is accounted for by the un- 


usually fierce and persistent nortlfwest- 
erly gales that have kept the Atlantic in 
turmoil since the bf ginning of February. 
These gales have forced the bergs from 
the glaciers and curried them as far 
south as they have ever been seen iu 
March. 


The Hamburg-American liner Fnerst- 


Bismarck. between latitude 43 degrees 
7 rnimiks and latitude 42 degrees o 
minutes, passed two bergs the smaller 
of which was 40 feet high and 120 feet 
long. On tiie same day she ran into a 
heavy sea, which momentarily stalled 
her. There were uo passengers on deck 
at the rime, or they might have been 
hurt, as a part of the sea"came aboard. 


The French liner La Brctagno passed 


a largo berg in 42 degrees, which is as low 
as any bergs have been peen for several 
years. The Hamburg-American steam- 
thip Prnnssylvania .-.reamed through a 
largo quantity of heavy pack ice ami 
sighted several bergs. The German oil 
tank Burgcnupister Petorsen was forced 
to steer south 25 miles from latitude 42

Today there are in the various ponds 


of Spring Lake fishery over 200,000 fish, 
from which specirnpns are cou"=tantly 
being sent to every stato and territory 
of the Union. It is even said that, some 
of the finest fish in the loyal aquariums 
of Europe were raised by Mr. Shonp 
and his partner at this farm. 


On each of the farms spoken of are a 


large number of small pond'--, some of 
them not much larger than ten feet 
square. These ponds are all connected 
with each other by little channels', so 
that tlie water ami fis-h can be let- from 
one to the other without the least diffi- 
culty. 


The breeding ponds, which are, of 


course, the most important, aro protect- 
ed from the wind and cold by high em- 
baukmems around the edges. This is 
all tho protection tbat is necessary for 
the fish, even in the winter time, fo it 
is seen that, although the fish are un- 
doubtedly delicate, they are much more 
hardy than is generally supposed^ 


Several times a year the fish are sorted 


iu»rho dift'preut pond" and classified .-.o 
that the largest and finest outs will be 
together, and those which will not. bring 
such good prices will be by themselves. 
Many people suppose that when ths 
goldfish is first hatched from the egg it 
has the peculiar pretty markings on its 
scales which make it so beautiful and 
valuable. 


Thisls not the case. In its youth in 


reality the fish is jnst the same as aiiy 
ordinsry acd everyday fish, and looks 
like it for all the world. Even an expert 
could scarcely tell it from tho JUttie 
minnows which are found in any stream. 
They are cf a whitish, silvery color, 
and have, not the least evidence of the 
beaatiiul hues which they will later as- 
sume.

grower is sadly disappointed in finding 
thac his fish fail to acquire, the golden

Fannie Watkins Wounded by Three of the Bullets and 


Ex-Conductor E. C. Sage Received the Fifth One 


—Hawk Gives Himself Up to the Police to 


Escape from Sage—A Son Angered 


Py His Father's Conduct. 


A 
deplorable 
shooting 
affray, 


which may terminate as a deliberate 
and premeditated murder, occurred 
about ~ o'clock last night in tbe 
quarters occupied by Fanny Wat 
kins, along the famous Union street 
tunnel. The Watkins woman, Ed 
C. Sage, a well known railroad man, 
and Frank M. Hawk, a carpenter 
whose home is at 119 north Cemetery 
street, were seated in a small room 
in the house engaged in a quiet con- 
versation, when4he door was sudden- 
ly thrown open and Clinton Hawk, 
son of the carpenter mentioned, 
stepped Into the doorway and with- 
out a moment's warning, shoved a 
32-calibre revolver almost Into the 
faces of the trio and fired five shots 
in rapid succession. Three of tbe 
leaden missiles were received by the 
Wstkins woman, who, as the third 
shot was fired, pitched forward onto 
tne flair, as the young man emptied 
the remaining chambers of the re- 
volver at the form of his father, and 
then fled. The fourth bullet took 
effect in Hawk's side and the last 
one was intended for him, but flew 
wide of its mark and passed through 
Sage's left hand. Ten minutes later 
young Hawk was losked up in the 
city prison. Sage 
followed 
him 


there, while the wounded carpenter 
staggered toward Ills own home, and 
Mrs. Watkins, tbe other victim, 
rushed Into a neighbor's residence, 
bleeding slightly from the wounds 
sbe sustained and requested tbat 
some one go for a doctor. 


HAWK LOCKED UP. 


BAN FBOJt SAGB, ANI> WILLINGLY 


GAVK HIMSELF UT TO THE P»LICK. 


After doing tbe shooting, young 


Hawk made no effort to evade arrest, 
bat was behind tbe ban at the city 
prison almost before tbe police bad 
any knowledge of tlie affair. Of tbe 
trio who were young Hawk's victims, 
Ed Sage was tbe only one wbo did not 
lose his presence of miad. He did 
not know the young fellow wbo had 
*o suddenly rushed into the place and 
shot every person in sight, but natur- 
ally supposed that he was a maniac 
As be fired tbe last shot, Hawk 
sprang 
out 
of 
tbe 
door and 


started 
to 
run. 
Sage 
gave 


chase, and while he could not over- 
take the young man, he managed to 
keep sight of him and soon got a 
crowd started In purnuit by yelling to 
everyone ahead to "stop that fellow." 
From the tunnel they ran to Main 
street and then down Main to High. 
Lovell Going, a young colored man, 
joined in tbe chase and caught Hawk 
in front of the Club saloon, at Main 
and High streets. Hawk made no 
attempt to get away from anyone 
but Sage or the excited crowd • from 
whom he evidently feared bodily 
harm, 
but 
led 
the 
way 


himself into tbe police station, where 
he handed the revolver with which 
he bad performed the shooting, over 
to detective Roney, and remarked 
that be guessed he waa in for it. 
He was promptly searched and then 
locked up in the men's department, 
and then detective Boney started 
out to investigate the result of tbe 
affair. 


The prisoner sat down in a chair 


near tbe door of bis prison and 
conversed with all whom he knew 
of tbe crowd that entered 
the 


station, but refused to make any 
statement concerning the shooting 
or his motive for trying to murder 
his father and tbe Watkins woman. 
About 8 o'clock his brother, Arthur 
A.' Hawk, of 257 south Pine street, 
entered the station, whereupon he 
called to htm to "keep steady." 
Arthur, however, bad already told a 
very Interesting story to a TIMES- 
DEMOCRAT reporter. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock Capt. Bell 


ordered the-prisoner removed to the 
county jill. He was handcuffed and 
Lieut. Wlogate took him out through 
the central fire department station 
and through the alley at the electric 
light plant, to the county jail. They 
evaded the crowd, and but few par- 
sons knew of tbe transfer. 


MAY PBOVE FATAL.

Dr. Terwilliger 
waa hastily summoned and he en- 
deavored to locate the bullet, but 
it had plowed so deeply Into tbe 
victim's body that It could neither be 
located nor its exact course ascer 
talned. The wounded man at first 
complained of but little pain and 
res led comfortably during the early 
part of the night, but after midnight 
be became restless and about 1:30 
o'clock this morning Dr. Terwilliger 
was again summoned. 


3SOT SEBIOU3. 


FANNY WATKINS AND ED SACK ES- 


CAPE "WITH SLIGHT IN.TUKIES.. 


Althougji three of the bullets from 


young Hawk's revolver found Fanny 
Watkins their target, the woman 
was not seriously wounded and it is 
possible tbf t all of the bullets were 
intended for the marksman's father 
and that tfte woman wai not an in- 
tended victim. One bullet bit Mrs. 
Watkins' little finger on her left- 
band, another passed through .tbe 
fleshy part of her right arm above 
the elbow, and the third passed 
through her Up and without even 
breaking a tooth passed through her 
mouth and out through tbe left side 
of her face. After ber two friends and 
the unwelcome visitor who did tbe 
shooting bad disappeared, she ran to 
tbe residence of Henry Miller and 
requested tbat some one summon a 
physician. Dr. Laudick waa called 
and ber wounds were soon dressed. 
It was necessary for the physician to 
take a couple of stitches in the 
ragged wound in her face, which was 
tbe most painful of the three bullet 
wounds she sustained. 


Mrs., Watkina is the wife of a well 


known bartender, but has not lived 
with her husband for several years, 
and has been identified with tbe 
lowest of the numerous degraded 
women who frequent the locality In 
which the shooting occurred. 


The bullet tbat bit Ed Sage did 


but little damlfee. It entered his 
left band at the base of the thumb 
and passed out-through the back of 
his hand. He followed young Hawk 
to the police station and Dr. Kable 
was summoned'to the station to dress 
bis wounded band. He became very 
faint while the hand was being 
dressed and was;cirried to and placed 
upon a cot which was placed io 
the hall near tbe woman's depart- 
ment. He regained his strength in 
about half an hour and returned to 
the Watkins woman to learn how 
badly she was injured. 


Sags was fo' several years a con- 


ductor on the L. E. & W. and resided 
on east Kibby street. His wife died 
two or three years ago, and since 
that time be left'the service of the 
L. E. & W., and more recently 
worked as a brak*m»n on the 0., H. 
& D, A few weeks ago he and an- 
other railroad man went to Texas, 
and he returned only very recently. 
He states that bcr'had just called on 
the Watktns woman and was talking 
wif'a her and Hawk when the latter's 
i on entered and fired the five shots.

frank Brown, a colored mac of 


Sidney, met with a sudden and 
frightful death yesterday afternoon, 
a short distance north of Si Jney on 
the 0., H. & D. railroad. The un- 
fortunate man was driving a team 
of hones and was on his way to 
do tome purchasing for a farmer liv 
ing a mile and a half north of 
Sidney. As he was driving across 
the railroad tracks at Johnston crow 
Ing pasaenger train No. 5, which 
leaves Lima at 1:05, suddenly ap- 
peared, moving at a rapid speed. 
The driver did not notice the train 
until it was almost onto him. At 
the crossing Is a hill and the tracks 
ruo through a deep cut, which ac- 
count* for Brown not knowing the 
train was approaching. The engine, 
with its mighty momentum, struck 
the front part of the wagon, com- 
pletely demolishing it. Brown was 
hurled through the air 40 feet and 
fell in a ditch on the east side of the 
track, where be was afterwards found 
lying on his right side, with his :aee 
downward, in a large pool of blocd. 
A large hole was In tne side of bis 
head. The horses were uninjured, 
and as the wagon was struck they 
broke loose and ran. 


The heavy tire to one of the front 


wheels was caught In the front part 
of the engine and plowed up the 
ballasting for a distance of a quarter 
of a mile, the distance the' train 
moved before it could be stopped on 
account of its rapid motion. The 
heavy planks oyer the crossing were 
torn loose and very nearly derailed 
the train. Fortunately it did not, 
for the train moving as it wa» would 
have been wrecked and awful destruc- 
tion to life would have resulted. 
In 


the wagon was a heavy plough and 
parts of this and the wagon was 
scattered all along the track from 
where the accident occurred to the 
place where the train stopped.
